. wan member. 

. Mr. Spencer (who spoke for an 
hour) drew the attention to the 
needlessness of an election at 
this time; and showed' that it 
meant an addition to taxation of 
upwards of $150,'900.00 by an 
election being called nio> winstead 
of at the end of th e government 
term of office, this being made 
up by interest at 5 per cent on 
two million dollars, the cost of 
the election to Canada. The four 
issues as presented 'by Mr. King 
were dealt with in detail; these 
being :— Tariff, Transportation 
Immigration and Senate Reform. 

He afterwards outlined other 
important problems, such as Fin¬ 
ancial Reform Unemployment 
and the National Debit; and 
questioned why the Premier did 
not bring these very important 
subjects before the public. 

Both the Government and Offi¬ 
cial Opposition came in for se¬ 
vere criticism for the part they 
played in voting $5,000,000.00 
that was not needed tioi the Har¬ 
bour of Quebes, this being re¬ 
ferred to as the greatest piece of 
“Pork Barrel” legislation that 
Tariff Mr. iSlpien.yearsn Ur Mat 
he had seen. In dealing with the 
Tariff Mr. Spencer showed the 
impossibility of protecting the 
farmer with a Tariff when the 


surplus, produce had to be sold 
abroad, where tlhie price obtained 
governed the home market 

The Railway problem was out¬ 
lined at some length and the cost 
to Canada in land, cash and guar¬ 
antees were given. He recom 
mended the co-ordination of the 
two great railway systems and 
Mius save huge sums of money to 
the Dominion. 

The Governments immigration 
policy was shown to be too costly 
The sum of $11,200,000.00 having 
been spent during the past Boinr 
years without expected results. 
Tt was claimed that the problem 
Vas one of colonization rather 
than immigration and' various 
economic adjustments were sug¬ 
gested. The speaker readily sup¬ 
ported Senate Reform and asked 
nothing during the past four 
years to this end, when a large 
majority in the House were 
pledged to this reform. 

In speaking of Financial Re¬ 
form. the speaker showed clearly 
the rapid growth of monolsopy 
and Id'rew attention to the danger 
this was to Canada. 

The growth of Canada’s debt 
from $336,000,000.00 in 1914 to 
$2,500,000,000.00 in 1925 was com¬ 
mented on and information given 
regarding issues of Bonds* and 
Treasury Pills. In referring to 
Unemployment Mr. Spencer 
claimed that no; government 
could, claim exemption (from re¬ 
sponsibility as long as they con¬ 
trolled the Financial Policy, the 
fiscal Policy and the Immigra¬ 


tion Policy; when through any 
mishandling of any one of these 
he problem of unemployment 
would be increased^. 

The meeting closed with a vote 
of thanks being given to the 
speakers.

A message from His Honor the 
Lieutenant Governor of Alberta. 
President of the Alberta Division 
Canadian Red Cross. 

People of Alberta : 

Citizenship is a birthright of 
freedom and justice. With it is 
carried many honors and privi¬ 
leges a s well as many responsibil¬ 
ities. True citizenship is the re¬ 
cognizing of its sacred duties, 
and not the living of a self-cen¬ 
tred life, wrapped up in the wel¬ 
fare of self and family, oblivious j 
to the needs of our neighbours. 
Thie sacred duties of citizenship 
embrace the rendering of assist¬ 
ance to those less fortunate than| 
ourselves, and to those in distress 
in times of disaster or epid'emic. 
W e must see that our pioneers in 
outlying districts are properly 
with equipped hospitals, and 
that they have the ministration of 
nurses, properly qualified and 
adequately trained. We should 
see that a proper crusade of 
health is maintained, so that pre 
veritable diseases will be avoided. 

All these things cannot be ac¬ 
complished by a single individ¬ 
ual legislation alone, but they can 
be accomplished ibfy the Health 
Authorities, or even by legisla- 
alone, but they can be brought

A note all the 
richer since it is mellowed with age 
and who shall say, looking upon one 
of these tired old mills that Seigneury 
is not one of the grandest of Canadian 
heirlooms. 


1 Railway that runs from Montreal 
to Quebec many quaint and memor¬ 
able sights will impress the passenger.

HANDLING THE 


BREEDING FLOCK 


(E'xperimenal Farms Note) 


The success of the breeding 
flock depends entirely upon the 
management. Good feed and care 
materially influence th e subse¬ 
quent lamlbi crop. 

Soon after weaning, when the 
ewes havfe been carefully dried up 
the breeding flock should be cul¬ 
led, separating the poor milking 
and poor breeding ewes from the 
main flock. In preparation for 
breeding the ewes should be fed a 
little grain and; should have ac¬ 
cess to a good succulent pasture, 
such as rape or second growth 
alfalfa. However, where succu¬ 
lent pastures ar e not avaialble, 
good oat stubble will serve the 
same purpose. 

After breeding is compleeted, 
■the rams should be removed from 
the if/lock and the ewes carried 
jjiong in good condition until 
lamlbing time, when they may be 
fed such succulent feed as roots 
and silage for the purpose of 
stimulating milk production. 
Bootee wool should be trimmed 
from the flanks and udder be¬ 
fore lambing, as this, gives the 
voung lamb a better chance to se¬ 
cure nourishment.

The appliances for handling cargo of this descrip¬ 
tion are of the most up-to-date character, and the 
methods employed are such as to guarantee to the 
consignees of the goods the most prompt and careful 
despatch. As can be seen from the photographs we 
reproduce one of the improvements adopted by the 
port authorities is the transporting of goods from 
ship’s side to shed by means of electrically driven run? 
about trucks, which results in a great saving of tima 
and labor, and also reduces the amount of handling 
to which the goods are subjected, and so minimizes 
the risk of damage. 

The system of road transport from Southampton 
Docks is also well organized, so that local consignees 
are excellently served, whilst the railway connections 
to London and the North of England are such that 
to quote only one example, it is possible for goods to 
be put on rail in the west of Canada or the United 
States, shipped across the Atlantic to Southampton, 
and be on sale in London inside 10 days. Besides 
boxpd fruit and flour, which are shown in our illus¬ 
trations being unloaded from the Canadian Pacific 
liner ‘Empress of France,” bacon is another commo¬ 
dity which is now playing an important part in the 
rapidly growing import trade of the port.

part from the importation of frozen meat, what is 
perhaps one of the most extensive and important 
branches of the trade of Southampton, England, is 
the import of flour and fruit from Canada and the 
United States.

At this station during a 
period of eight years an average 
net profit of fifteen dollars and 
forty cents per head has been re¬ 
alised. 


In order to realize a substan¬ 
tial profit in feeding and market¬ 
ing, steers of recognized beef 
type are required. Poor dloing, 
unthrifty animals cost more to 
feed, spoil the appearance of the 
lots as a whole, are difficult to 
dispiose >of, and obviously are a 
losing proposition to the owner. 
It is, therefore, evident that when 
purchasing steers to place in the 
feed lot some experience is nee 
essary in order to detect these un 
desirable undivi'diials, and farm 
er s who are n;ot skilled buyers 
will usually find it (more profit¬ 
able to purchase steers through 
a reliable live stock commission 
firm. The losses incurred through 
ignorance of the market demands 
are appalling and the failure to 
sorting of steers into carload lots 
which are uniform as to breed, 
color, type, finish and age, con¬ 
tributes largely to these losses.
